This Motive in ’eed 
regards great Numbers, and ought to be ferivufly confi« 
dered by all thofe that have any Sparks of Houour re« 
maining; but the next regards all the Inhabitants of what 
Rank or Degree foever. Is any thing more natural, than 
for an oppreifed People to endeavour to throw off a Yoke 
that galls them to the quick, and to rid themfelves of a 
foreign and illegal] Government, under whith they have 
fu long groaned to no purpofe? 

What the common Danger fpoken of is, let the Ele@or 
make out. That he is in Danger of loling a Crown to 
which he has fo Right, is not tobe difputed: Bat what 
has any Man elfe to fear? It is in every Subje@’s Power 
to preierve his Religion, Life, Liberty and Eftate. Ne 
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ther the King nor Prince intends to deprive any Man of 
thefe: Their-Declarations are full on the Subje@; and 
when Succefs crowns their Arms, it will be as little 
their Intereft as it is their Inclination to break their 
Word. 

The Eleétor afferts, that he has throughout the whole 
Courfe of his Reign made the Laws of the Land the Kale 
of his Government; but he had fpoken more properly, 
had he faid, that not only he himfelf, but his Predeceflor 
before him, had, by the Help of the moft bare-faced Cor- 
ruption, madethe Laws of the Land to fquare with their 
Government. Had it been fuch as the Ele€tor here de- 
{cribes it, it would fcarce have been in the Power of one 
Man, how bold and enterprizing foever, to fhake the 
Foundations of his Throne. 

If the Septennial and Riot Aéts, the South Sea, Cha- 
ritable Corporation and Excifé Schemes, the open and 
unnatural Venality and Corruption of Parliaments, the 
frequent Wars, Expeditions and iguominious Treaties a- 
bout Bremen and Verden, the Numbcrs. of forcign 
Troops, particularly the Hanoverians taken into Englith 
Pay, the Ufage the Britith Troops have fince met with, 
and the immenfe Load of Debt contraéted for fuch Pur- 
pofes, were all defigned for the Good of Great Britain, it 
might be wondered that the Nation fhould be weary of 
fo wife and fatherly an Adminiftration. But if the con- 
trary be true to a Demonftration, what Wonder is ir, 
that thofe who are no longer able to bear fo mach Op- 
preffion, fhould endeavour to find a Remedy for it, when 
fo fair an Opportunity is offered them? :
